Mr. T. Welsh, who bas slready introduced 
to the public the Countess of Essex, (late Miss Stephens,) Miss 
Sbirreff, Wilson, and Mr. Sinclsir, all successful candidates 
for public fame, bas brought forward another pupil, Miss Austin, 
whore first appearance last night in the cbarscter of Mandane, 
was crowned with highly flattering success. The voice of this 
young lady embraces great compass, surprising execution, a bril- 
liant sheke, and exqu'site sweetaess—rare qualities in a singer. 
Her cantubile is well sustsined, her enunciation is good and dis- 
tinct, and her action easy, graceful, and zppropriate ; for the latter 
qualities we heer she is indebted to the fiiendly tuition of Mr. 
Young,(the tragedisn.) Miss Austin, thos bighly gifted by nature, 
with perseverance, we do not doubt will become au ornament to 
her profession, avd by preserving that modesty of character which 
we understand has guined for her the patronage of some of the 
first families in the kingdom, she will command success, and ob- 
tain that best of all friends, public sympathy and support. Another 
débutant likewise sppesred, a Mr. Borrani, as Artabanes. Bor-~ 
rabi is, we are told, merely a nom de guerre, this gentleman being 
the son of Dr. Boisragoo, M. D. of Cheltenbam. His success was 
almost ns flattering as that of Miss Austin; he possesses a magui- 
ficent bass, and executed the various songs with great applause. 
M-. W. Harrison, who made bis début in Rooke’s Opera of Hen- 
rique last season, was received with the warmest applause as 
Ar baces ; bis fine tenor voice is a great acquisition to the Operatic 
strength of the establishment. 

Madame Vestris, ss Artaxerzes, looked to as great advantage 
as we ever remember her, and sang with that sweetoess which h»s 
ever distinguished ber efforts in this character. She gave “ In
